B ern ard's d escrip tio n o f the bu rn in g o f the R ich ­ 


m ond T h e a tre , front hia Manuscript Journal 
“ T h e first thing that particularly annoyed me in the 
“ States” was the frequent occurrence of F ires, the 
alarm bell for which put its clapper in motion so often, 
that it was as customary for one of a morning to inquire 
where the fire was, as it used to be in Lngland, to ask 
the direction of the wind. 
T h e most distressing occurrence of this kind which 
came within uiy knowledge, and was connected with 
my profession, took place some years before the period 
at which I am now writing, when the Richmond T h e a ­ 
tre was burnt down in Virginia, (then under the man 
agement o f Green) and more than SO lives lost. 
As 
the scene was afterwards described to me by an eye 
witness, it would be impossible to convey to my reader 
an adequate idea of the horrors and sufferings that dis­ 
tinguished it. 
It happened to be a benefit n ig h t, and 
a crowded audience were present. 
T h e Theatre had 
but one general entrance to it, which led to the boxes, 
and from that, right and left, those which branched off 
to the pit and gallery. 
VY lien the alarm therefore was 
given, in the struggle to escape, the audience all rushed 
to the common entrance, and as many were trampled to 
death under foot as w ere unfortunately consumed by the 
flames. 
T h e house 
being altogether constructed of 
wood, and having so much combustible material in its 
scenery and stoies, the work of conflagration was rapid 
and irresistible. 
Every social, domestic and humane 
feeling was excited on this occasion to the most painful

suf- 
ritch of coinmisseration or affliction by spectators or 
ferers. 
Several instances which occurred of the gener­ 
ous sacrifice of life in the attempt to praserve^the lives of 
others, were not less noble than affecting, and the m em ­ 
ories o f those individuals must be spoken of with min­ 
gled pleasure and regret. 
One young officer who had 
accompanied a beautiful female to the T heatre, with 
whom he was on the eve of being united, on the first 
alarm of the fire being given, was so overpowered with 
his apprehensions, that he threw himself into the street 
from a window of the Theatre, but he had hardly risen 
from the ground when he remembered the beloved girl 
lie had ungenerously left behind him, who was now ex­ 
posed to the most imminent danger without a friend to 
assist her. 
Desperation gave him such energy, that he 
m ade his way through the crowd who were pouring 
from the door, with a speed that seemed m agical; he 
rushed up into the boxes, to which the flames were now 
beginning to communicate, he recognised the adored 
object of his search, he clasped her in his arms as she 
stood fainting against a pillar, and succeeded in bringing 
her down to the lobby, when his strength failed 
ho 
fell, they both p erish ed . 
Green who was the acting 
manager of the T h eatre for its proprietor Mr W est, 
proved one of the most active for three hours among 
the noble minded group that risked their ow n safety so 
fearlessly for the preservation of their lellow creatures. 
W hen the event was over and he hud staid some hours 
to perceive that every proper attention was paid to the 
ruins and the mangled forms oi the suflerers, who were 
carried out from them , he went home as he informed 
me, with a heart eluted to the highest tono of happiness 
at the recollection o f the services which he had been 
able to render so many individuals and the lives lie had 
saved. 
T h e reader may judge of the avvlul transition 
o f his feelings—-of the heart breaking blow winch he 
received, on being informed when 
he reached home, 
that his daughter a lovely girl of sixteen, had been pre­ 
vailed on to accompany a party that 
evening to the 
play, a n d had p erish ed in the fla m e s ." 


W in d s a nd W e a th e r.— T h e currents in the atmos­ 


phere are chiefly produced by the action of the sun’s 


rays upon the surface of the earth, and the consequent 


rarifaction of the air over the heated surface. 
W h en ­ 


ever on the earth’s surface the atmosphere is dispropor- 


nally rarified.the air from all the surrounding region will 


flow into the rarified space to produce an equilibrium 


as the cold winds from without will rush into a heat­ 


ed room, 
lienee, there is a current from the polar 


latitudes towards 
the equatorial regions, during the 


greater part of the year, which pursues u westerly direc­ 


tio n -fo rm in g an easterly wind, by following the sun 


during the rotation o f the earth on its axis, 
liut these 


winds are variously modified as they pass over the land. 


T hey are regular only on the open sea. 
But during the 


months of June, July and August, at the North 1 ole, 


and D ecem ber, January» and 1‘ebruary, at the South 


Foie, the winds cease alternately to flow trom the l'oles 


towards the equator— because the sun a action is then 


nearly equal at the equator, and at that Foie in which 


the sum m er heats then prevail. 
It is on this principle, 


that we may account for the greater prevalence of south­ 


erly winds during the sum m er months, iu the northern 


States of America, and for the greater prevalence ot 


northerly winds during the winter and the latter au­ 


tumnal months in the same States. 
During the winter 


and the latter autumnal months, the action of the sun is 


greuter upon the southern portion of the American con­ 


tinent ; but during the summer months, the northern 


position having the longest days, the action of the sun is 


greater upon this part of the continent. 
Hence the 


winds prevail mostly from the South in the summer and 


from the North iu the autumn and «niter. 
During the 


spring months there is less regularity to the wind«. 
In 


proportion as the northern regions are extensively cov­ 


ered with snow, will the action ol the sun upon the 


earth’s surface in those latitudes he d im in ish e d . 
Hence 


the more extensively they are c o v e r e d with snow in the 


spring months, the longer will the northerly wiuds pie- 


vail in those tracts which border on the snow -dud re­ 


gion. 
Not until the sun has melted the snow in the 


northern latitudes and equalized the heat ot the northern 


and southern portions ol the continent, shall w e be ex­ 


empted from frosts, and northerly blasts. 
I he gentle 


southwest will not prevail until the atmosphere is rari- 


fled hi a greuter degree in the region lying north than in 


the region lying south of our own latitude.

Men will not only profess, but really, to a certain ex­ 


tent, believe those opinions which they know will be 


expected of them by those, upon whose favor their 


success either in ambition or worldly interest depends. 


Hence a young m an ’s opinions are cast in the mould 


of his patron’s prejudices rather than in that of his own 


reason.

In order to preserve the appearance o f consistency, 


m ankind are in the habit o f modifying their new opin­ 


ions, which are reasonable, so that they may resemble 


their old opinions, which are unreasonable. 
T hey are 


not satisfied until they have made reason resemble ab­ 


surdity.
